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Nor did he fail their Expetations ; for all the while he was in this 
Station, he won both eſteem and favour of them who ar that time 
were-the-chicf Rulers of. the Triſh Nation, eſpecially from Ferry 
Cromwel, by whom he was look'd upon, as a perſon fit for employ- 
ment and promotion. For indeed the main uſe which he made of his 
Authority was to afſert and uphold, as much as-lay inhis power, "the 
Proteſtant aad Eng/i/Þ Interelt in that Kingdom ; in order whereunto 
he manag@ his zeal with that prudence, .whuch was then look'd upon 
as kind of wonder conſidering his years.
